Willard Thrills Spectators at 

Hawthorne by Ascension and 

Rapid Descent Under 
Perfect Control. 


II 
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In bis lest flight at Hawthorne yesterday 
Charles F. Willard soared so high that only 
the keenest eyes could keep him in view in 
the gathering dusk. He was aloft exactly 
twenty minutes and reached a height of 
8,000 feet. 
In his descent Willard swooped down like 
a fishhawk, at terrifying speed. Nearly 
every spectator rose to his feet, thinking 
that the aviator Kad met with an accident 
and would be dashed to pieces. But when 
within three hundred feet of the earth Wil- 
lard glanced off at a tangent and swept 
twice around the field before alighting. 
Willard’s great flight was made when four 
of the manbirds were wheeling in the air to- 
gether. His ascent eclipses that of Brookins 
last week and sets a new record in flights for 
height in Chicago. The honors of the day 
were easily Willard's, although Curtiss gave 
a daring exhibition of short turns, wheeling, 
and diving. 

Races Nearly Mile a Minute. 
In one of his flights Curtiss held the spec- 
tators rapt with a dash for speed agains: 
time in which he three times circled the 
mile track in three minutes and fifteen sec- 
onds. The speed flight was made at an even 
height of 100 feet and afforded the best view 
yet seen in Chicago of a racing aeropiane. 
Fifteen thousand people gathered at the 
racetrack. Though the early afternoon was 
windy, the first machine leaped into thé air 
at Ove minutes past 4, and from then unt! 
dark there was not a moment in which at 
| least one airship was not careering over the 
aviation field.

DEPUTIES UNDER ARMS. 


Captors of Woodman’s Wounded 
Daughter Are Ready to 
Repel Invasion.

Winter. is., Oct. 2.—[Special. j—Winter 
is in a state of siege. Men carrying auto- 
matic revolwers and shotguns patrol every 
atreet an uard all approaches. 

The eging army is encamped ten miles 
goutheast of the little lumber village, on 4 
bare, lonely hill in the center of thousands 
of acres of wild forest land. The besieging 
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army consists of one cool frontier farmer 


named John F. Dietz and his 21 year old 
gon Leslie, a wife, a boy aged 7, John F. Ir. 
and a daughter, Helen, 14 years old. 

The besieger chieftain, in spite of his rec- 
ord of having for eight years successfully 
defied the police forces of Sawyer county, the 
state of Wisconsin, and the federal courts 
received reporters in a kindly, hospitable 
manner today and fed them with venison 
shot on his own farm. But when told that his 
daughter Myra, 22 years old, shot through 
the back by a sheriff's posse yesterday, lay 
seriously ill at the Winter hotel and that 
his 23 year old son, Clarence, had been sent 
to jail at Hayward in handcuffs, with a bul- 
let hole in his arm, he remarked, with a dry, 
hard laugh: 

Tell them in Winter that I’m coming in.“ 


Sheriff Poses as Censor. 


Hence the state of siege. 

Sheriff Madden has attempted to stop any 
news being sent out of Winter by telegraph 
or telephone. He has ordered that no one 
be allowed to speak to Miss Dietz and that 
she be not allowed to communicate with her 
father. An armed deputy sheriff stands at 
the door of the room where she lies seriously 
wounded, to enforce the orders. 

Thirty-eight special deputies have been 
sworn in. Heavily armed and under military 


discipline, they encircle the hotel to prevent 
Dietz from coming to his daughter's side. 


To make gure that the warrant served on 
the girl after four years of police activity 
is not made a nullity by the outlaw of Cam- 
eron dam, preparations are being made to 
remove the girl to Hayward tomorrow morn- 
ing. Tonight, as last night, lanterns have 
beef hung on every pile of logs or lumber, 
tree, or fence arcund the little village, and 
woodsmen with loaded rifles lurk in shadows 
near them awaiting the approach of the 
father. The population of Winter is Only 
ebovt a hundred, and feeling is intense. 


Public Sentiment Changes. 


For yéars pubiic sentiment has been against 
Dietz, but the shooting of his Gaughter seems 
to have turned the current to a large extent 
in his favor, and the town as a result ig a 
dynamite magazine of conflicting passions.

Home a Fortress. 

The home is thus a natural fortress and is

These natural surroundings indicate in 
part why Dietz has been able so long to defy 
the law and w in a state of terror a 
village many miles away, guarded by thirty- 
eight deputy sheriffs. __.

“I went to 
Winter every Saturday and Sunday for years 
while they had those warrants, but no one 
ever said a word to me. 

In the original trouble over the dam, I 
simply stood on my own land and kept tres- 

re. off.“ 

“When the shooting on which the war- 
rants were issued occurred we acted solely 
m defense. A band of armed men whom we 
did not know crept upon the clearing and 
opened fire from the woods. We replied. That 
was all. 

“Knew Warrants Were Wrong.” 

No real attempt was made to serve those 
warrants, for they knew they were in the 
‘wrong. Now they have served two of them 
by shooting a girl in the back and t her 
brother white he was holding her 


“ The. two. boys had guns: they always 
have. They wore them on belts in plain sight, 
but they were ordered by their mother and 
myself not to use them except in self-de- 
fense.

In 
the hope of obtaining information as to the 
perpetrators of the outrage, Mayor Alex- 
ander increased the city’s offer of reward to- 
day te $10,000. 


Rewards Reach $18,500. 

This, together with the offers of local news- 
papers and labor organizations, whose lead- 
ers have announced a determination to as- 
sist in the search for the ‘criminals, raises 
the total amount of proferred rewards to 
$18,500. The city’s offer is intended to toempt 
any one having knowledge of a dynamite 
conspiracy to divulge the secret. There are 
no conditions. 

The body of J. Wesley Reaves, secretary to 
Harry Chandler, is the only one identified so 
far. Identity in this case was established 
more by the place in which the body was 
found than by any evidence on the body 
itself. It was burned into fragments, as 
were the four other bodies taken out today. 

The first body was found shortly after 8 
o’clock this morning, and between that time 
and 7:30-a'clock three more were recovered. 
One is supposed to be that of Howard Cord- 
away, a young stereotyper who was caught 
with many of the other victims on the stairs 
near the front of the building where the 
flames entrapped Chandler's secretary. 


Secretary Dies at Post. 

Reaves’ body was found lying behind the 
warped frame of a typewriter, and the re- 
maine of his chief’s desk, down in the cellar, 
under what once had been the general man- 
ager’s office. 

Mrs. Churchill Harvey Elder, wife of the 
night editor, who died of his burns and in- 
juries yesterday, arrived here from San 
Franciseo and shortly afterward collapsed 
from the strain under which she had labored 
since learning of the catastrophe. She isina 
serious condition tonight. 

John Howard Jr., son of one of the lino 
typers whose body is believed to be in the 
ruins, also collapsed today. 

Since the morning of the explosion he had 
been watching the ruins and waiting for the 
shovel men to work their way to his father’s 
body. 

The inquest will be held on Tuesday. At 
that time the committee of dynamite experts 
and engineer appointed by Chief of Police 
Galloway to investigate the wreckage ip an 

effort to learn the character of the explosive 
used will report their findings. 


Detectives Can Learn Little. 

Little in the way of evidence that might 
lead to the discovery of clewe has been 
found. Detectives have spent many hours 
investigating at the home of F. J. Zeehande- 
laar, secretary of the Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers’ association, where a bomb was 
found, but nothing tangible has been dis- 
covered. 

Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, owner of the 
Times, issued a statement today deploring 
the loss of life which followed the explosion. 
He said the paper would continue to fight for 
what it believed right. He also thanked his 
many friends in all parts of the country for 
their telegraphed messages of sympathy.

All today police boats dotted the river, their 
crews grappling for bodies. But their ef- 
forts were without success and not one body 
was recovered. Old river men said they were 
not surprised, for when the accident oc- 
curred the tide was running up stream like a 
milirace, with a brisk wind out of the south- 
west pushing it along at even a faster clip. 
This would take the bodies far beyond the 
scene of the disaster, and probably it will 
be several days before any more are found. 

Along the water front in the vicinity of the 
accident crowds gathered today, rushing 
hither and thither seeking information. 
Many women were among them, their eyes 
red from weeping. They were looking for 
news of relatives or friends who had had 
shore leave and should have reported back 
on the New Hampshire yesterday evening. 

On board the flagship Lovisiana Rear Ad- 
mifal Vreeland convened a court of inquiry 
to determine the cause of the accident and 
place the responsibility. A number of the 
men who were on board the ill fated boat told 
their stories, and a report of the findings of 
the court when completed will be forwarded 
to the navy department.

“hensive system of parole control, the govern-

„sten effective. 

The disclosure of the governor's plans upon 
which he and his advisers hape been work- 
ing for nearly four years was made during 


the sessions of the American Prison congress | 


ending today, and the Deneen plan is slated 
for discussion in the International Prison 
congress which opens here tomorrow. The 
details of the project are being presented 
to the detegates to the two organizations 
by William H. Cruden, state ‘inspector of 
IHinois private employment agencies, and 
‘by Will T. Davies, superintendent of the 
Cook county jail. Both of these officials, who 
are from Chicago, took an active part in 
the discussions of parole problems in tke 
eessions of the American body. 
Features of Deneen Plan. 


The features of thesystem which Gov. De- 
meen seeks to establish are these: 

The creation of a corps of salaried 
parole officers each one of whom shall 
have the supervision of not more than 
fifty paroled prisoners. 8 

The parole officers to be required to 
procure employment for their charges 
and to keep in close touch with them for 
the purpose of giving advice and detect- 
ing lapses of reform during the period of 
parole. 

The provision of more and better 
clothing for released prisonèrs and the 
payment of the money given by the state 
to each to be made by check through 
the parole officer. 

These points as presented by Mr. Cruden 
end Mr. Davies won the approval of the 
delegates to the congress. During the dis- 
cussion an editorial in THe CuHicaco TRIBUNE 
of Aug. 15, pointing out the faults of the 
Present irresponsible parole system in IIIi- 
nois, was read and favorably commented 
upon. Jailer Davies said that about 5 per 
cent of the prisoners paroled in Illinois re- 


lapse inte crime during the period of their

probation. He declared it impossible to erad- 
feate the number of lapses, but said he be- 
eved that by a more strict supervision 
it could be reduced as low as 1 per cent. 
Deneen is working Mr. Cruden said:

The supervision of paroled prisoners con- 
stitutes a grave problem in Illinois. For 
Years the Chicago police have complained of 
the loose system of control, as a result of 
which babitual criminals are released un- 
justifiedly only to land in the police net 
within their period of probation.

Gen. Jose Miguel Gomez, who had been N 
ed president at an election held in 1908, 
the direct supervision of Col. Crowder and 
other American officers of Gov. Magoon'’s 
cabinet, was inaugurated president of the re- 
stored republic on Jan. 28, 1900. That elec- 
tion was conducted without hitch and without 
fraud. 

It now remains to be seen whether tke ad- 
ministration of President Gomez is compe- 
tent to guarantee the people of Cuba a simi- 
larly unimpeachable election. That he will 
make every effort to do so there is no doubt,

NEW MEXICO’S CONSTITUTIONAL 
DELEGATES. : 

Some dissatisfied person has written 
complaining of the number of Mexican 
names in the membership of the constitu- 
tional “convention for New Mexico, He 
infers that the preponderance of foreign 
names in that body argues an inability or 
unwillingness; to construct an instrument 
in accordance with our national constitu- 
tion.

About fifty delegates own Mexican names, 
it is true, but some of these are names of 
families which were there before Mexico 
ceded the territory to the United States, 
and which have ever since been associated 
with all that is good in New Mexico's 
progress. 

The territory has been tried many times 
and was never found wanting. Its in- 
habitants swore allegiance to the new 
government almost unanimously. They 
responded to the call for volunteers dur- 
ing the civil war in greater proportion to 
the population than did many northern 
states. They were not wanting in loyalty 
in 1898, and in times of peace they have 
shown an orderliness and an obedience to 
law which might be copied by some older 
communities. Remaining under territorial 
government for a longer period than any 
other people, save their neighbors in 
Arizona, they have comported themselves 
with patience and dignity. 

It is natural that Mexican names should 
be prominent in any council of the terri- 
tory. The descendants of the original in- 
habitants have played an important part 
in all its affairs. They have won distinc- 
tion in the professions and in commerce. 
Their names are ancient and they are 
proud of them. The possession of a for 
eign name in America should not be cause 
for reproach. Chicago is full of the peo- 
ple of other lands. No one doubts their 
loyalty. Why should the loyalty of these 
New Mexicans be doubted?

LTHOUGH ever since Emperor Wil 

lam ascended the throne, twenty-two 

years ago, he always has been re- 

garded as the firebrand of interna- 

tional politics, there are few rulers 

who have contributed, more during these two 
decades to maintain peace. 

This is by way of preface to the news that 


an assurance of the most positive character 
that, at any rate for the next five years to 
come, he will seek by every means in his 
power to avert any war that might necessi- 
tate the participation therein of Germany. 

The fact of the matter is that be has decided 
to rearm the entire German army with a new 
automatic firing rifle which has been adopted 
by the war department at Berlin and for 
which the necessary credits are to be de- 
manded of the reichstag when it reassem- 
bles. The equipment of the troops with the 
new automatic rifies and carbines will take 
at least four or five years, and as it would be 
wholly impracticable for Germany to go to 
war with part of her soldiers armed with 
sort of rifle and the remainder with another, 
it follows that until the rearmament is com- 
pleted the kaiser will refrain from everything 
calculated to embroil the Teuton empire in 
any international conflict.

The French government definitely has de- 
cided upon a similar step, and as soon as 
ever. the chamber of deputies meets it will 
be asked by the minister of war to vote the 
necessary funds to equip the army with the 
new mode} automatic rifie, in lieu of the 
Lebel, which has been in use ano 1886 and in 
which the French soldier has wholly lost 
confidence. One hundred and twenty mil- 
on dollare will be required for the purpose, 


cartridges are needed, and these cannot be 
furnished and distributed under five years. 

England's army’is in such a state of chaos, 
its recent grand maneuvers in England hav- 
ing excited the undisguised derision of every 
military power in Europe, that it is equally 
bent on maintaining peace until its military 
defenses are at least in a measure reorgan- 
ized. 

And thus we have three of the greatest 
powers in Europe deeply interested in avoid- 
ing anything in the nature of war for the 
next five years. That constitutes a better 
guarantee of peace than any verbal assur- 
ances or written treaties.

Col. Sir Henry Pellatt, commander of the 
Queen's Own Rifles of Canada, who con- 
veyed the entire regiment at his own expense 
over to England to take part in the annual 
maneuvers of the English army, is taken to 
task by several London newspapers for hav- 
ing addressed King George frequently as 
“sir ’’ on the occasion of the reception of the 
Officers and a squad of the rank and file of 
his regiment at Balmoral by the sovereign. 
The papers in question describe this form of 
address as emphasizing “ Canada’s democ- 
racy.” 

They evidently are unaware that this is 
the entirely correct form of addressing the 
king of England, as everybody who has lived 
at court or who has enjoyed any sort of in- 
timacy with the reigning house of England 
well knows. The phrase your majesty” 
is rarely used in ordinary conversation, of 
even in current official business, being re- 
served for ceremonial occasions and formal 
documents. 

The king and all the princes of his house 
invariably are addressed as sir, while not 
„ madam,“ but “‘ ma’am,”’ is the form of ad- 
dress used in speaking to Queen Mary, to 
Queen Alexandra, and to all the princesses 
of the reigning family. The nurses and gov- 
ernesses of the only daughter of King George 
are accustomed to address her as Princess 
Mary.“ but persons who do not know her so 
well are obliged to address her as ‘‘ ma’am,”’ 
and there have been occasions when it has 
sounded quite droll to hear an aged dowager 
addressing a toddling princess as ma'am.”

HOUGH a junket, a blanc mange, and a 
custard may contain much mort of food 
value than.a pudding of stiff consistency, 
there are but few people that like them 
as. wel las the puddings that have more 
form and substance. A man, in particular, liges 
something that he can put his teeth into, and 
child or woman likes them better on account 
of the sauce. A delicious sauce counts for more 
than half in the attractiveness of a pudding. 
Cottage Pudding and Sauce—One-fourth cup 
of sugar, one tablespoon butter, one egg, one- 
fourth cu pof milk, three-fourths cup of flour, 
one teaspoon baking powder. Bake in pan twen- 
ty minutes and serve hot. Sauce: One table- 
spoon of butter, one-half cup of powdered sugar, 
one-half cup boiling water, juice of one-half 
lemon. Beat sugar and butter and lemon to a. 
cream, then add water, and cook two minutes.

Set dish in boiling 
water, stirring constantly. When the sauce 
coats the spoon add the white of an egg stiffly 
beaten with a tablespoon of sugar. Lift from 
fire and beat rapidly one minute. Mask each 
square with it and serve hot.—K. T. Kattushall, 
2648 North Sawyer avenue.

Vulpine lobbyists hover around the speaker's 
rostrum. There are roll calls and impassioned 
oratory, comic colloquies between backwoods 
statesmen, comic love passages between senti- 
mental lovers, and dark intrigues among cor- 
rupt conspirators, all taking place before our 
very eyes. Gov. Holt, an honest but inert ex- 
ecutive, ie a candidate for the senatorship. 
Evil influences desire his assassination. so that 
the lieutenant governor may succeed him and 
sign the dishonest railway bill, which the gov- 
ernor has refused to do. They have planted a 
“story” with an obese and unsuspecting St. 
Louis correspondent—the perusal of which by a 
fire eating state senator will cause that in- 
flammable legislator to shoot the governor, The 
executive is entrapped into a visit to the capitol. 
As he enters, the newspaper containing the in- 
sult-is slipped upon the desk of this state sen- 
tor by one of the lobbyists. There are cries and 
a struggle, curses and a revolver shot. As the 
curtain descends the hero of the play, a gaunt 
Lincolnian representative from a rural county, 
is found on the stage, wounded and bleeding, 
having stepped between the would-be murderer 
and the victim, who is the father of the woman 
he loves.

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Where You Kill the Two 
Birds with One Stone.

HERE are two things the amusement lov- 
ing public do this week when they at- 
tend, the vaudeville performance at Or- 
chestra hall. 

In the first place one is giving money 
to the fund which goes to support the little 
children whose father died in defense of the 
lives and property of others, and the widow 
whose husband was shot down by a burglar’s 
bullet, and the old man who gave twenty years 
and mofe, in rain and shine, night and day, 
summer and winter, patrolling the streets in 
defense of law and order. For the vaudeville 
show at Orchestra hall is the annual benefit in 
behalf of the fund of the Policemen’s Benevo- 
lent association. 

In the second place the people who go to 
Orchestra hall this week see a remarkably 
clever vaudeville show. The policemen in their 
annual benefits are careful to give a perform- 
ance that is every bit worth the money paid 
to see it. This year they have been more 
Buccessful in providing a pleasing entertain- 
ment than ever before. For three weeks they 
have presented a Vaudeville bill with a change 
of program every Sunday.

Concerns in Other States Believe 
Investigation Should Have 
Been Made. 


The revelations made to the Insurance com- 
missioners’ convention during the week by 
the heads of the Minnesota and Virginia de- 
partments regarding the Shawnee Fire of 
Topeka, Kas., whieh recently reinsured in the 
National Fire of Hartford, are attracting 
wide attention. While an examination of the 


company was in progress by thé two depart- 


ments named and it became known to the 
company’s Officers that its condition would 
soon be made public, a reinsurance was the 


only alternative. 


The memorandum furnished the convention 
charges the company with making false state- 
ments to the insurance departments by over- 
stating its reserve some 6500, 000. While 
under Oath the officers swore en Jan. 1 last 
the company had $200,000 net surplus, the 
commissioners charge it with being insolvent 
on that date. Deliberate forcing of the com- 


| pany’s balances and falsification of outstand- 


ing premium account are also charged“ 
against the management. 

Another feature the examiners report is the 
porrowing df money without any record of 
the execution of notes given. Vice President 
James W. Going, although drawing a fixed 
sdlary, is said to have had credited to his 
account each month large sums of money, 
the only authority being an order from him- 
self with no vouchers or other records to 
show why such credit was given him. 

Insurance men feel that the condition of the 
Shawnee is a serious reflection on the Kansas 
insurance department. The condition in the 
Shawnee, according to the examiners, has 
been in evidence for four or more years. The 
Kansas department has made no investiga- 
tion of the company’s affairs; and it was left 
to the Virginia and Minnesota departments 
to bring to light the alleged irregularities. 
Insurance companies of other states call at- 
tention to the fact that the Kansas depart- 
ment has been exceedingly vigilant in re- 
‘quiring them to live up to every technicality, 
while at its door it has allowed its largest 
company to impose on the public.

Commissioners of other, states are now 
making an investigation of the law as to 
perjury in their states in order to ascertain 
whethtr*they can prosecute the officers of 
the company that swoe to the accuracy of 
the financial statements. The other depart- 
ments feel that the Kansas superintendent 
will not take cognizance of the revelations. 
If anything is done they believe action will 
have to be taken by other departments. 

The insurance commissfoners’ convention, 
at its 1900 meeting, left each state depart- 
ment to look after its home companies and to 
make a rigid examination once each year. 
Sufficient time was given to the Kansas de- 
partment to follow out the suggestion, and 
when it gave no evidence of complying with 
the commissioners’ agreement the outside 
departments made the move. 

Commissioners of other states, aroused by 
the condition found in the Shawnee, state 
that they will require companies concerning 
which there is a, shadow of doubt to give a 
cl bill of health, The leading. state de- 
partments that have but little confidence in 
examinations made by some of the commis- 
sioners will make independent examinations. 

The Ohio German, Fire scandal aroused 
much indignation among local agents 
throughout the country, who felt that its 
condition should have been ascertained some 
years prior to final action by the Ohio de- 
partment.

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investigation of a committee that has been 
looking into the subject, that competi- 
tion among companies as to commissions has 
been directed toward an inerease in volume 
of business and a consequent advance in the 
expense ratio with no decrease in cost to the 
assured. The commissioners condemn the 
practice of paying much higher commissions 
on certain classes than others. In other 
words, they see no wisdom in making these 
classes ‘‘ preferred.” 

The commissioners criticise the broker sys- 
tem in large cities, taking the ground that 
they are employed by and render service only 
to the assured and yet receive their com- 
pensation from the insurance companies. 
The cost of production, the commissioners 
hold, in the large cities particularly, is en- 
tirely too high. The property owner is pay- 
ing too large a percentage of his premium for 
getting the indemnity on a company’s books. 

The commissioners favor uniform company 
action on commissions, and they decry the 
various scales of commissions paid in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. Unless the com- 
panies voluntarily agree on a proper commis- 
sion stale the commissioners recommend that 
statutes be enacted requiring a flat and con- 
tingent commission system. 

The commissioners hold that if the local 
agents are interested in the profits of their 
agency they will become a body of inspectors 
and will in this way greatly reduce the fire 
waste. The commissioners call attention to 
the fact that under the existing condition the 
greater the hazard the higher the rate, and in 
consequence the larger agenty commission. 

They also, contend that it is an injustice and 
lack of business sense to pay the same com- 
fnission to an agent whose business is profita- 
ble as to one whose offerings show a loss. 

„ 

Since the action on the part of companies 
writing autorsbile floater policies revising 
rates Chicago agents have deer endeavor- 
ing to make the city an excepted onein so far 
as the operation of the rate schedule is 
concerned. Heretofore an automoble owner 
has paid in Chicago 2 per cent for his in- 
surance, covering fire, theft, and transporta- 
tion hazard. ; 15 

Under the new schedule the rate is fixed 
according to the amount of insurance car- 
ried, cost of the car, and its age. The gen- 
eral tendency is to advance the cost. So far 
the companies have been unyielding in their 
determination to put this schedule into ef- 
fect. In the south the rates are higher than 
in other sections. The Chicago agents are 
stilt putting up a determined fight to have 
a modified schedule applied to the city.

The new bonds are diffrent from anything 
the government has iss Nothing Mke the 
time honored designs of the old bonds and 
the present government money will be found 
on the new ones. The goddess who used to 
rest her left arm and lean languidly on a 
horn of plenty holding aloft an olive branch 
in her right hand will be conspicuous by her 
absence from the lower left hand corner.

The new’ bonds have been designed not 
alone for artistic beauty but for their utill- 
tarian values and the economy with which 
they can be produced. An engraving of 
George Washington is in the center of the 
$20 bond. The lettering Is plain and square. 

All 
the work is sharp and clean cut. There is 
still enough fin engraving to guard against 
counterfeiting. 

The old bonds fold badly, so the new ones 
are of a size which folds three times and just 
fits a safe deposit box.

One reason for 
this was the avidity with which the specula- 
tors availed*themselves of the occasion to 
force cold storage eggs on the market. Stocks 
of the latter are several thousand cases an 
excess of reserves a year ago, and although 
prospects are that egg prices the coming 
winter will be exceptionally high, holders of 
cold storage stock appear to be anxious to.

to the Vanderbilt, A. R. Pardington, general 
manager of the Long Island Motor Parkway, 
is authority for the statement that nothing 
Lut official interference shall stop the Grand 
Prize. 

Several drivers booked to participate in 
the event have demanded more adequate 
policing. of the course, and tonight William 
“tckens, manager of Barney Oldfield, gave 
out the following message, which he says 
Olcfield sent from Chicago. 

“ Withdraw my entry from Grand Prize 
race, unless course will be guarded complete- 
ly by troops. 


neck and car.“ 
Oldfield follows with a severe arraignment 


of the management of the Vanderbilt, which 
he says spent nothing to safeguard driver 
and epectators.’ 

The message from Oldfield is cryptic, how- 
ever, in that it was said tonight that he had 
not been entered for the Grand Prize. It 
was understood he would drive a Benz car, 

but the Benz inanagement is said to have de- 
cided on Hemery, Hein and Hearne as their 
drivers. 

Blame Commercialism of Sport. 

The chauffeurs and their agents were em: 
phatic in their criticisms of the managers 
of the motor parkway in connection with 
the Vanderbilt cup race. They said the man- 
agers had commercialized the sport to an 
extent that it was dangerous to all concerned - 
They declared that with the slight protec- 
tion afforded them it was impossible for the 
chauffeurs to race fairly, as they had ever 
before them a throng of spectators over- 
flowing the course, who gave way only as 
the cars were on their heels. 

The nerve of the drivers was stralned to 
the utmost by the necessity of driving tfeir 
cars at a speed of more than sixty miles an 
hour through a wall of persons. William 
Pickens, speaking today for the men whe 
drove the racing cars, said: 

For the Vanderbilt cup race $15,000in en- 
trance fees was taken in and a prize of $2,000 
was offered. for the other two minor races 
the entrance fees amounted to $5,000 and the 
prizes were worth only $2,000. So, putting 
asice the &mount paid the management for 
parking privilege’ and seats in the stands, 
they ‘took in $20,000 and disbursed only $4,000.
